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CORPORATION TAX LAW 


UPHELD BY DECISION OF 
THE U. S. SUPREME COURT 


High Tribunal Sustains Federal Government 


In Imposing Excise On Doing of 


Business—Decision Is Read 


By Justice Day. 


United States Treasury Now Assured of $25,000,000 Annually In 


Revenue From All Corporations Having a Net Income of 


Over $5,000—AH Objections Overruled—Not a Single 


Point Raised By Contestants Sufficient To 


Nullify, Reads The Decision. 


WASIirNOTON, March 13.—The cor- 


poration tax provision of the Payne-Al- 
drich tariff net' wns sustained today as 
constitutional by the supreme court of 
the United States. The court was un- 
nniroous in the 
decision. 
Thereby

HOiirce of income of approximately $2o,- 
000,000 annually ie assured to the gov- 
ernment. 


Of all the objections to the tax raised 


by suits in all parts of the country, none 
of them was louo/i sufficient to nullify 
the law. 
' The court did hold that the tux was 
"not applicable to the real estate trust" 
of Boston which are.organized not under 
any stntute, but xinder the common law. 
The law -was held not applicable to the 
Minneapolis syndicate, n ruaJ estate con- 
cern, on the ground "that it • was -not 
"doing business" -within the meaning of 
the law. 


Incomes Over. $5,000 Affected. 


Near the outset of the opinion, as it 


appears in printed form is the statement 
that the tax "is imposed not upon tho 
franchises of the corporation irrespective 
of their use in business, nor upon the 
property of tho corporation, but upon 
the'doiiip of corporate or insurance busi- 
ness and with respect to the carrying on 
thereof in a sum equivalent to one per- 
ccntum of the entire net income over and 
above five thousand 
dollars received 


from all sources during the year; that is, 
when imposed in this manner it is a tax 
upon the doing of business or joint stock 
organisation of tha character described. 
AB the latter organizations (share many 
benefits of corporate organization it may 
bo described generally as a tax upon the 
doing of business in a corporate capac- 
ity. 


"This tax, it is expressly stated, is 


to be equivalent to one percentum of 
tho onMiTi not income over and above 
$5,000 roocired from 'all sources' during 
tho year"—this is the measure of the 
tax explicitly adopted by the statute. 


Taxable Property Not Limited. 


"The income ie not limited to such as 


is received from property used in the 
business, strictly speaking, but is ex- 
pressly declared to bo upon the entire 
not income above $5,000 from all sources, 
excluding the amounts received as divi- 
dends on stock in other corporations, 
joint stock: companies ,or associations, 
or insurance companies also subject to 
tho tax. In other words, the tax is 
imposed ujion the doing of business of 
tho character described, und the measure 
of the tax is to be the income, with the 
deduction stated, received not only from 
property used in business, 
but 
from 


every source. 


"This view of tho measure of the tax 


is strengthened when we note that us to 
organizations under the laws of foreign 
countries the amount of net income over 
and above $5,000 includes that received 
from business transactions and capital 
invested in the United States, the ter- 
ritories, Alaska and District of Colum- 
bia." 


Answers Objections. 


liftor Justice Day had thus given tho 


interpretation which the court had put 
upon the provisions of the act, he pro- 
ceeded to answer the various objections 
urged against the constitutionality of 
the tax. He first took up the conten- 
tion that it was a direct tax and uncon- 
stituional for the same reasons that tho 
famous income tax law was declared un- 
constitutional in 1805. He pointed out 
that the income tax was held to be di- 
rect because imposed upon property sim- 
ply because of its ownership. 


"In tho present case," said Justice 


Day, "the tax is not payable unless there 
is a carrying on or doing of business in 
the designated capacity and this is made 
the occasion for the tax measured by tho 
standard prescribed. The difference be- 
tween the acts is not merely nominal, 
but rests upon substantial 
differences 


between the mere ownership of property 
iind the actual doing of business in a cer- 
tain-way." 
. 


. Juticc Day next took up the objec- 


tion that the provisions in question lev- 
ied a tax upon the exclusive right of a 
state to grunt corporate franchises, in 
that it' taxed franchises which are the 
creation of a state in its sovereign right 
and authority. 


Would Destroy Federal Tax. 


"We think," says the opinion, "it is 


the result of tho cases heretofore de- 
cided in this court that such business 
activities, though exercised because of 
state-created franchises are not beyond 
the taxing power of tin: United States.''

• "If it be true that the forming of .a 
state corporation would defeat this pur- 
pose by taking the necessary steps re- 
quired by the state law to ' create' a 
corporation and carrying on business 
under lights granted by a state statute 
the federal tax would become invalid and 
that source of national revon'uc be de- 
stroyed, except us to the business in the 
hands of individual or partnership. 
It 


cannot bo supposed that it was intended 
that it should be within the power of in- 
dividuals acting under state authority 
to thus impair and limit the exertion of 
authority which may be essential to na- 
tional existence." 


Justice Day next addressed 
himself 


to the objection that the tax was un- 
equal and arbitrary. 
He first consider- 


ed whether as claimed, the law made 
an unconstitutional distinction between 
corporations and partnerships or indi- 
viduals. 


A Substantial Difference. 


He said there was a substantial dif- 


ference between 
the 
carrying on of 


business 
between 
corporations 
taxed 


and the snnic business when conducted 
by a private firm or individual. 


"The thing taxed," said he, "is not 


the mere dealing in merchandise, in 
which the actual transactions may 
bo 


the same, whether conducted by indi- 
viduals ov corporations, but the tax is 
hiid upon the privileges which exist in 
conducting 'business with the advantag- 
es which inhere in in the corporate ca- 
pacity of those taxed, and which are 
not enjoyed by private firms or indi- 


iduals. 
These advantages arc obvious 


nnd have led to the formation of such 
:oinpanics in nearly all 
branches 
of 


tnxde. 


"The continuity of the business with- 


out interruption by death or dissoln 
tion, the transfer of property in this 
by the disposition of shares of stock, 
the advantage? of business controlled 
and managed by corporation directors, 
the general absence of individual lia- 
bility, these and other things inhere in 


of a state to provide means of trans- 
portation, .supply artificial light, water 
aTid tlie like. Therefore it was determ- 
ined that the Coney Island and Brook- 
lyn railroad company, and the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit company of New 
York are subject to the tax. 


Aft<-r dealing at length with numer- 


ous objections to the law. Justice Day 
cnme to the attack on it based upon 
the so-called publicity features of the 
provisions which require certain returns 
to be mrulc to the government as an 
aid 'in the assessment of a tax. 


"The taxation being as we have held," 


said the justice, "within the legitimate 
powers of congress, it is for that body 
to determine what means ar;; appropri- 
ate and adapted to the 
purposes of 


making the. law effectual." 


Applies to Boston Trusts. 


The opinion • thus summarized coveri 


15 of the IS cases in which the consti- 
tutionality of the tax was assailed. The 
nonapplicability of the act to the real 
estate trusts was decided in the other 
three cases.

was next defended by Justice Day in 
his opinion, as not being 
so unequal 


and so arbitrary and 'baseless as to fall 
outside of the authority of the taxing 
power. 


"We must not forget that the right 


to select tho measure and 
objects of 


taxation devolves 
upon congress 
and 


not upon the courts and such selections 
are valid unless constitutional limita- 
tion arc ovcretopped." 


The court has been able to fined no 


such violation of constitutional limit- 
ations. 


Justice Day said it wan especially ob- 


jected that certain of the corporations 
whose stockholders challenged the val- 
idity of the tax were so called real 
estate companies. 


"We think it clear," said he, "that 


corporations organized for the purpose 
of doing business and actually engaged 
in . such activities as leasing property, 
controlling'rents, managing office build-
